HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Wor  ^ 
cestcr,  Nov.  Ulh,  IS  ll,  liie  subject  of  forniinf^  a  sec-- 
ond  Bai)tist  Church  was  introduced.  [Several  yearL' 
j)roviou3  to  this,  a  plan  for  the  saineohject  had  heeri 
matured,  and  some  steps  taken  to  carry  it  unto  ex- 
ecution, but  owinnr  to  the  loss  of  the  meeting-house 
by  fire,  the  project,  for  the  time,  was  abandoned.] 

After  a  full  discussion  it  was  voted  unanimously, 
that'*  it  is  expedient  to  attempt  to  sustain  a  second 
Baptist  interest  in  this  town  and  a  committee  of 
seven  was  appointed  to  devise  the  best  means  for  ac- 
complishin<^  this  object.  At  a  subsequent  meeting", 
five  of  this  committee,  viz.  Daniel  Goddard,  Wm. 
W.  Patch,  Richard  P.  Noyes,  Jeremiah  Bond,  and 
Austin  G.  Fitch,  came  forward  and  pledged  them- 
selves, to  be  responsible  for  tlic  support  of  a  second 
Bapiist  meeting  for  one  year. 

On  the  23d  of  Nov.  twenty-five  brethren  met  at 
the  liouse  of  Dea.  Goddard  and  formed  themselves 
into  a  Conference,  with  Dea.  Martin  Jacobs  as  Ciiair- 
man  and  Austin  G.  Fitch  as  Clerk,  with  a  view  to 
making  all  necessary  arrangements  for  the  forma- 
tion of  a  new  Church.

An  invitation  havinf^  been  presented  to  Eld.  John 
Jennings  of  Cirafton,  to  become  i^istor  of  the  new 
church,  he  signified  his  acceptance  on  the  1st  of 
Jan.  1812. 

It  should  here  be  recorded  to  the  praise  of  Cod 
that  the  whole  course  of  j)rocceding,  in  separating 
from  the  First  church  and  in  forming  the  Second, 
was  characterised  by  a  great  degree  of  harmojiy  and 
brotherly  love.  And  that  the  Lord  ap})roved  the 
measure  and  bestowed  his  blessing  upon  it,  is  indi- 
cated by  the  fact  that  five  montlis  have  not  yet 
elapsed  since  our  organization,  and  nearly  one  hun- 
dred members  have  been  added  to  ournumber,  more 
than  half  of  whom  have  been  added  by  baptism,  as 
will  be  seen  by  the  following  list  of  members. 

The  public  services  on  the  Sabbath  were  held  in 
the  lower  Town  Hall  until  May  8th,  when  for  want 
of  room  to  acconunodate  the  congregation  on  the 
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Sabbath,  our  uicctini^^  was  rciiiovcJ  to  the  bpriciuus 
Hall  above. 

Thus  the  church  has  lenL^lheiicd  her  coriLs,  and 
ourhojic  is  that  the  Lord  will  streni^lheii  her  stakes.

each  other  in  ail  hiiiiiility  and  brotlierly-love,  to 
watch  over  each  other's  coiivrrstition,  lo  <(ir  up  one 
another  to  love  and  f^ood  works,  not  lorsakin^^  the 
asscniblinjjf  of  ourselves  toj^other  as  we  liave  oppor- 
tunity, to  worsiiip  God  accordinf^  to  his  revealed 
will  ;  an  l  when  the  case  rc<piire.s,  to  warn,  rebuke 
and  adnioni.sh  one  another  according  to  tlic  rules  of 
the  gospel. 

Moreover,  wc  think  it  our  duty  to  sympaihise 
wiih  each  other  in  all  conditions,  both  inward  and 
outward,  whicli  God  in  liis  providence  may  brin;,*-  us 
into  ;  as  also  to  bear  with  one  another's  weaknesses, 
failings  and  infirmities,  and  particularly  to  pray  for 
one  another,  and  that  the  g-ospel  and  the  ordinances 
thereof  might  be  blessed  to  the  edification  and  coin- 
fort  of  each  other's  souls,  and  for  the  conviirsion  and 
gathering  in  of  others  lo  Christ.  All  ^vhich  duties 
we  desire  to  be  found  in  the  performance  of,  throiigli 
the  gracious  assistance  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  whilst 
we  both  admire  and  adore  the  grace  which  has  giv- 
en us  a  name  and  a  place  in  God's  house  better  than 
that  of  sons  and  daughters.
